ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  I^ffiDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  I965 


To:  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Thirsk  Rural  District  Council* 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

The  fall  in  births  registered  is  in  line  with  the  slight  fall  which 
appears  to  be  occurring  generally  in  1965;  and  of  the  252  births,  203  took 
place  in  hospital.  Nevertheless  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  are  higher 
than  one  would  expect.  It  would  seem  from  the  registrar's  tables  that  if 
one  survives  infancy,  the  hazards  of  the  roads  and  lung  cancer,  there  is 
an  even  chance  or  better  of  surviving  beyond  the  age  of  75  years. 

From  time  to  time  reports  on  raw  milk  samples  show  an  infection  with 
brucella  organisms  and  there  is  an  ever  present  risk  of  infection  with 
such  raw  milk  to  humans.  Brucellosis  is  the  one  big  cattle  disease 
problem  left  to  tackle  in  Britain,  and  in  facing  this  problem  we  appear 
to  be  lagging  behind  the  other  countries  in  western  Europe.  There  is 
need  for  a  national  drive  to  eradicate  this  disease,  the  elimination  of 
which  will  remove  the  public  health  hazard  and  at  the  same  time  pay  economic 
dividends. 

On  the  environmental  front  there  is  still  a  long  haul  to  make  in 
the  Rural  District.  Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  housing,  sewerage, 
water  supplies  and  general  amenities,  and  it  is  probably  true  to  say  that 
within  insuperable  financial  limitations  as  much  progress  as  possible 
is  being  achieved  by  the  Council,

GPCRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVIC5S  iX)B  THE  BULMER  AREA 


The  County  Council  Is  divided  into  ten  areas  for  day  to  day  axlmlnisti'ation  of  health 
services.  The  Bulmer  Area  is  the  largest  in  population  and  consists  of  the  four  Rural  Districts 
of  Easingwold,  Flaxton,  Thirsk  and  Wath,  the  Area  Offices  being  at  Manor  Road,  Easingwold,  and 
shared  with  other  departments  of  the  County  Council,  Welfare,  Mental  Welfare,  Children's  Department, 
Highways  and  Planning. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils,  and 
with  the  Health  and  Education  Committees  of  the  County,  There  are  two  full  time  medical  officers 
employed  largely  within  the  area.  Dr,  Eggleton  with  the  Mobile  Clinic. ,  and  with  some  duties  In  the 
School  Health  Service,  and  Dr,  Gov/ans  employed  mainly  in  school  work.  A  number  of  general 
practitioners  are  employed  on  a  sessional  basis  at  Infant  welfare  clinics,  mainly  in  the  more  rural 
parts  of  the  area  in  which  most  of  the  patients  would  be  on  their  own  lists. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northallerton  carry  out  examinations  of  water,  milk, 
ice  cream  and  specimens  taken  during  the  investigation  of  Infectious  diseases.  A  useful  facility 
provided  is  the  collection  of  specimens  from  the  Area  Office  and  district  council  office  weekly. 
Assistance  in  the  examination  of  specimens  is  occasionally  given  at  the  bacteriology  department 
at  the  County  Hospital  of  York.  With  the  advent  of  the  cer/lcal  cytology  service  a  considerable 
extra  load  will  be  placed  on  those  hospital  laboratories  which  are  able  to  carry  out  the  examination 
of  the  slides. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  area  is  served  by  two  stations  at  Haxby  and  Thlrsk  with  co-operation  extended  to  and 
received  from  adjoining  ambulance  authorities.  The  extensive  use  of  radio  communication  has 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  hei^jed  to  reduce  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  this  essential 
service. 

Child  Welfare 

There  are  three  purpose  built  clinics  In  the  area,  at  Easingwold,  Thlr^  and  Huntington, 
and  the  use  of  these  premises  Increases.  Dentistry  is  not  available  yet  at  Huntington,  but  at  all 
centres  speech  therapy,  chiropody,  cervical  cytology,  and  at  Huntington  and  Thlrdc,  family  planning 
clinics  are  available. 

Child  welfare  clinics  are  held  at  22  centres  within  the  area,  the  mobile  clinic  attending 
at  12  of  these  centres.  In  some  of  the  more  xniral  parts  of  the  area  transport  is  provided  to  enable 
mothers  to  attend  at  these  centres.  The  popularity  of  these  clinics  is  measured  by  the  number  of 

children  attending.  In  1965  no  less  than  3,758  children  under  school  age  attended  at  some  tine 
diu'ing  the  year,  and  1,151  children  born  in  1965  attended  one  or  other  of  the  clinics.  A  reasonable 
variety  of  proprfetary  infant  foods  is  sold  at  all  clinics,  and  at  the  majority  of  them  the  National 
Welfare  Foods,  In  many  cases  the  assistance  of  voluntary  helpers  is  available  to  seil  the  food  or 
otherwise  to  assist  at  the  running  of  Wiese  clinics.  Their  help  is  greatly  appreciated  and  indeed 
essential  if  the  present  facilities  are  to  be  maintained. 

Nursing  Services 

In  the  more  xniral  parts  of  the  area  generalised  duties  nurses  are  enployed.  These  nurses 
undertake  Midwifery,  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting,  Where  the  population  Is  more  concentrated, 
health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  nurses  employed  solely  in  this  field,  leaving  the  duties  of  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  to  combined  duties  nurses.  Some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  a  hill 
complement  of  nurses,  and  the  further  separation  of  midwifery  and  home  nursing  in  order  to  enploy  staff 
not  fully  qualified  in  both  branches  was  not  entirely  successful.  At  the  year  end  the  following

For  many  years  one  has  been  vaccinating  chllcJren  of  all  ages  and  adults,  and  after  this  lapse  of  time 
the  procedure  has  settled  dovvn  into  a  routine  one,  with  vaccination  against  polio  talcing  its  place 
with  the  other  procedures.  Several  years  ago  in  my  report  I  suggested  that  measles  vaccination 
vioulcl  soon  be  available  and  it  now  seems  that  vaccination  against  this  too  will  take  place.  As  the 
triple  vaccine  is  now  almost  entirely  used  for  primary  immunisation,  a  growing  proportion  of  our  young 
population  will  be  immune  to  tetanus  also. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  teething  troubles  with  tfie  computer  are  overcome,  it  will  be  easier 
to  ensure  that  the  necessary  reinforcing  doses  will  be  offered  at  the  optimum  time  and  a  solid  immunity 
built  tp  against  all  these  diseases. 

life  1  faro  Foods 

The  National  Welfare  Foods  are  supplied  at  clinics  and  at  the  Health  Office.  A  few  shopkeepers 
handle  them  also  on  a  voluntary  basis,  but  from  time  to  time  a  shopkeeper,  usually  through  falling  sales 
finds  that  it  Is  not  worthwhile  to  continue.  Where  no  hardship  to  mothers  Is  likely  to  arise  an  attempt 
is  made  to  concentrate  these  sales  at  fewer  places.  Most  clinics  maintain  a  good  variety  of  proprietary 
foods  and  sales  seem  continuously  to  increase. 

Domestic  Health  Sorvlco 

The  number  of  maternity  cases  helped  seems  to  decline,  possibly  due  to  the  increasing  proportion 
of  women  confined  in  hospital,  although  the  total  hours  worked  Increases  from  year  to  year  in  other  cases, 
mainly  the  aged.  During  the  course  of  the  year  a  number  of  cases  are  assisted  to  make  private 
airangements  for  domestic  help  and  these  are  of  course  excluded  from  the  statistics.

Chiropody 

Tliree  chiropodists  ore  employed  part  tine  at  12  centres  in  the  area.  In  some  oases  village 
halls  and  similar  places  are  used,  and  the  service  Is  not  carried  out  with  the  same  facilities  as  exist 
in  our  own  three  clinics.  The  service  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  in  some  cases  voluntary  efforts 
have  raised  the  cost  of  providing  a  proper  chiropody  chair.  Voluntary  workers  assist  at  these  clinics 
both  with  clerical  work,  reception,  and  in  smae  cases  by  providing  transport  for  patients. 


Core  and  after  core. 

Appai'atus  and  nursing  aids  are  provided  on  loan  to  patients.  Permanent  provision  of  aids 
remains  a  function  of  the  Welfare  Departiaent. 

cases  of  tuberculosis  ore  provided  with  a  pint  of  cl Ik  free  each  day  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician.  A  health  visitor  attends  the  chest  clinics. 

Faxaily  Planning 

Although  facilities  for  family  planning  advice  had  been  available  for  some  considerable  time 
outside  the  Bulmer  Area,  the  Family  Planning  Association  were  invited  to  make  use  of  our  new  clinics 
at  Thirsk  and  Huntington,  and  regular  sessions  commenced  at  both  places  as  follows: 

Thlrsk  -  first  two  Thursdays  each  month,  7  p.m.  -  8  p.m. 

Huntinaton  -  third  and  fourth  Monday  mornings  each  month. 

Mo  doubt  this  ser/ice  will  increase  as  other  premises  become  available  and  as  the  principle 
of  planned  parenthood  becomes  more  fully  accepted.  Cervical  cytology  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer 
of  the  cervix  made  a  modest  start  at  the  Thirsk  clinics  but  had  to  be  confined  to  those  women  attending 
for  family  planning  advice.  It  was  clear  that  this  preventive  measure  would  be  required  on  a  much 
wider  basis  and  arrangements  v^ere  worked  •ut  for  this  to  be  made  available  in  1966  to  all  women  in  the 
30-65  age  group.

All  main  public  supplies  were  under  the  control  of  the  Ryedale  Joint 
Water  Board,  the  major  mains  network  being  fed  from  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board  sources  outside  the  area, ' and' by  the  Kepwick  springs.  The  Boltby 
supply  was  still  out  of  use  at  the  year  end,  though  the  treatment  plant 
reached  an  advanced  stage  of  construction.  ^ 

Of  the  four  privately  ’managed’  village  supplies  the  one  at  Kirby 
Knowle  was  put  out  of  use  because  of  pollution,  and  the  village  connected 
to  the  Ryedale  Joint  V/ater  Board  main. 

Cowesby  village'  supply  failed  to  provide  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  even  for  domestic  purposes,  and  long  negotiations  were  entered 
into  for  an  alternative  supply,  but  the  position  was  still  not  satisfactory 
at  the  year  end. 

Some  193  samples  were  collected  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  public  supplies,  and,  apart  from  the  Kirby  Knowle 
trouble  already  referred  to,  there  was  no  instance  of  contamina.tion  or 
suspicious  results. 

Of  22  samples  from  private  supplies  15  were  found  to  be  unfit*

Though  no  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  the  Council  made 
progress  by  accepting  tenders  for  dwellings  as  follows

Negotiations  were  also  entered  into  for  purchase  of  land  at  Kirby  Hill 
for  eight  houses  and  six  bungalows  and  at  Deans  Square,  Topcliffe  for  five 
bungalows.  Both  schemes  will  involve  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses. 

The  Little  Green  and  Sowerby  re-development  schemes  were  both  phased 
so  that  re-housing  of  the  occupants  of  existing  dwellings  could  be  carried 
out  when  the  Hambleton  Place  estate  is  completed  during  1966.  Draft  layouts 
for  bungalows  or  houses  on  both  sites  were  given  preliminary  approval. 

Though  the  procedure  for  Compulsory  Purchase  of  areas  of  low  standard 
dv/ellings  is  lengthy,  the  ultimate  results  are  well  worth  while,  as  in  most 
cases  the  sites  which  become  available  by  demolition  are  unattractive  to 
private  developers  and  ’.ifould  most  likely  become  an  eyesore. 

Repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  Co'oncil's  7^2  houses  was  partly  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  and  partly  be  private  contractors. 

Of  a  total  of  1799  repairs  incidents,  some  451  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Council's  small  staff  of  tradesmen.  In  addition  111  houses  were  completely 
repainted  and  74  partly  repainted  by  our  ovm  painters.

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ICE-CREAM 


Tho  Council  has  a  duty  to  keep  a  register  of  premises  manufacturing 
or  selling  ice-cream. 

There  is  only  one  manufacturer  in  the  area,  where  the  ice-cream  is 
produced  by  the  'hot-mix’  method.  Specimens  of  the  product  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  found  qiiite  satisfactory. 

There  are  also  40  vendors  of  pre-packed  ice-cream. 

Of  seven  'spot'  samiplos  of  ice-cream,  five  proved  of  grade  I 
standard  of  cleanliness,  and  two  were  grade  III,  Six  of  the  samples 
were  from  vans.

The  milk  supplied  in  the  area  is  a  bottled  designated  milk,  chiefly 
produced  outside  the  area  and  delivered  daily  by  lorry  to  the  respective 
dealers'  premises,  the  empty  bottles  being  returned  for  cleansing. 

By  virtue  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  "19631  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  responsible  for  the 
licencing  of  producer/retailers  and  the  North  Riding  County  Council 
is  the  licencing  authority  for  all  other  dealers  in  milk.

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SEWERAGE 


Work  on  the  Langthorpe  Scheme  re-commenced  and  was  in  an  advanced  stage 
by  the  year  end. 

The  main  pump-house  which  sends  the  sewage  over  to  the  Boroughbridge  works 
for  treatment,  was  put  into  operation  in  November. 

This  scheme  appears  to  have  been  well  timed  to  coincide  with  the  developments 
in  the  Langthorpe  area  which  have  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses. 

Though  sewerage  schemes  are  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consultant  Engineer 
the  Council's  own  Public  Health  Department  is  involved  in  a  considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  whilst  a  scheme  is  in  progress.  Most  of  these  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  alteration  of  domestic  drainage  systems  to  separate  surface 
water  drainage.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Coiancil  continued  to  give  a  complete  refuse  collection  service 
throughout  its  area,  dustbins  being  emptied  weekly,  apart  from  at  a  few 
outlying  properties,  and  ashpits  and  middens  were  dealt  with  monthly. 

Disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  in  a  disused  sandpit  near 
Topcliffe. 

The  powerful  Drott  Excavator  enabled  a  fairly  high  standa,rd  of 
control  to  be  exercised,  apart  from  making  full  use  of  all  available  land 
adjoining  the  original  hole  for  tipping. 

Something  like  6,000  tons  of  household  refuse  are  collected  annually, 
apart  from  trade  refuse  collected  separately,  and  the  cost  of  collection 
and  disposal  is  in  the  region  of  £3  per  ton,  including  for  labour,  transport, 

administration ,  etc . 

The  Council’s  vehicles  at  the  year  end  used  mainly  for  refuse  collection 
were  as  follows,  an  average  of  20  drivers  and  loaders  being  employed  on  this 

work ;  -

There  were  no  complaints  by  the  public  about  the  condition  of  the 
Market  Place  conveniences  during  the  year,  which  is  very  satisfactory, 
and  confirms  that  the  present  arrangement  of  man  and  wife  sis  caretakers, 
is  successful. 

The  main  part  of  the  building  is  closed  overnight,  but  one  compartment 
on  either  side,  including  washing  facilities,  is  left  available  for  free 
use  during  those  hours. 

An  electric  incinerator  was  installed  in  the  women's  side  and  has  been 
trouble  free , 

Though  coin  receipts  are  not  a  reliable  method  of  estimating  the

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NUISANCES 


No  formal  action  had  to  be  taken  to  deal  with  "statutory  nuisances  , 
and  those  v;hich  did  occur  were  remedied  as  a  result  of  informal  approac 

or  letter. 


The  fouling  of  town  footpaths  by  pigeon  droppings,  continued  to  be 
a  source  of  annoyance,  and  an  abortive  attempt  was  madeto  reduce  the 
number  of  birds  by  the  only  moans  available,  i.e.  trapping.  One  feel  , 
however,  that  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs  is  a  much  more  venous 
nuisance,  but  in  both  instances  presumably  the  health  risk  is  slig  . 


The  need  for  the  Council  to  use  its  powers  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  to  deal  with  matters  'injurious  to  health'  has  declined  in  recen 
years,  but  I  consider  that  some  of  the  'new  industries'  in  the  area  may 
bring  about  renewed  activity  in  this  field  of  hygiene.
